THE SALMON QUESTION.

Confllcting Interesis have arisen be-
tween the Washington and Oregon au-
thoritles over the fisherles question
‘While the interests df both states are
Identleal, yet fish legisiation by joint
actions of both legisiatures has not
been productive of results. Antagon-
isms have ariseén between the Washing-
ton fish commissioner and the master
fish wurden of Oregon. each seeking
to protect the interests of their indl-
vidual state as the exiginces require.
Both gentlemen have submitted their
annual reports and they will be sub-
mitted to the legisiaturea for consider-
atlon. With all due respect to the hon-
eaty of purpose of the master fish
warden's report, there I8 something
lacking, und something more nesded
which will be the subject of legislative
action.

There is a growing sentiment in Ore- |

gon. both on the upper and lower Co-
lumber river, for radical changes In
our fishing laws. The office of master
fish warden i an unnecessary office
and the results produced are dispro-
portionate to the costs and expenses
of maintaining the office. What Is
needed is a commission consisting of
two cannerymen, two fishermen and
the governor of the state. One of the
commission to be superintendent of
hateheries. With the sxception of the
superintendent of hatcherles, the com-
mission would be willing to serve
without pay. except necessary travel-
ing expenses when no official business.
A clerk of the commission could be se-
lected to collect and the licenses and
attend to the routine business of the
commission. The officers of the coun-
ties can enforce the fishing lawa. The
obdect of having a commigsion tom-
@ozed of fishermen and cannerymen Is,
that they are the persons directly in-
terested and benefited by the salmon
Industry and will. as a matter of per-
sonal Interest, see that the laws are
strictly enforced, the hatcheries prop-
erly constructed, and operated. and
there I8 no question but the results
will be much more satisfactory. The
commliasion cup establish the open and
close seasons, according to the run of
salmon. They will be sufficiently In-
terested In the industry to see that the
roynl chinook is propagated, and an
interim they can be fishing out the
inferior fish now belng propagated unti]
propagation,

What Is needed in the fishing in-
dustry of Oregon, la less selnes and
more business, Less ped tape and more
results, Fewer newspaper articles and
annual reports and more fish. When
these changes are made, and the can-
nerymen on hoth sides of the river
confer together for mutual nterests
and protection of the Industry, they will
be In a position to go before the legis-
lature and secure adequate appropria-
tions to meet  the expenses of fish
progapation. They are the onea lnter.
ested and will certainly look out for
thelr interests and the state’'s as weal]
The salmon industry is the second In-
dustry In the state, and It should be
maniaged by men famillar with all the
branches of the businesa. It doesn’t
require a master wheat warden to regu-
late the ralsing of wheat. This busi-
ness Is managed by warehousemen and
farmers, at no expense (o the state
No logging and lumber warden I8
necesiary, thix business belng managed
by ‘the men engnged in the business,
Why canngl the saslmon business be
manuged in the game way, That radical
changes are necessary in our flahing
laws Is apparent.

The building of storage oll tanks in the
santemplated location will not only de-
tract from the value of real estate In
that vicinity, but the dangers from fire
cannot be estimated. Most of the
bulldings ure of wood, and once a fire
gets started, fanned by the winds, and
aided by the bursting of an oll tank
will render the saving of property im-
possible. The northwest winds that
usunily prevall in the winter, in the
event of a fire, would sweep the entire
business portlon of the city away. The
loss would be thousands and tens of
thousands of dollars, and the Joss would
full in a majority of Instances on peo-
ple who can Il afford It

LAWS ON EATING.

Meals at One Time Were Regulated
by Statate In Eagland,

On Nov, 2, LG, & law came loto
foree In England for the regulation of
tieals and continnd to bave a place on
the statute book until 1867, 1t was de
sigued to eheck the evils resulting from
an excessive use of costly meats and
enacted that vo one should partake at
any place or time (except on specithsd
festivals and bholidays to the number
of sixteen duys a year) of more thun
two courses, each not conslating of
more than two sorts of victuals, elther
flesh or fish, with the common sorts of
pottage, und luexpensive sauce. Oun
numed feast days three courses were |
allowed, ’

This law was an extenslon of an or-
dinunce lssusd by BEdward 11, In 1315
regulating the meals of his nobles, the
greater of whom were allowed In ad-
dition to two courses of two kinds of
meat n shde dish of one sort.

An act of 1063 enacts that servants,
artisans and laborers “shall be servel
to eat and drink once a day of fesh or
fish and remnant of other victuals, s
of hutter, milk and cheese. nccording
to thelr station in life."—London Tele-
graph.
